Yesterday we piisnwi men Imrvcsl- 
iug whciit, an<l at one villiig<' wheat- 
thrashiiig wasguinsou (the now cn)^). 
All grain is cut with a hooked knife, 
the blade of which ii RbSbt ten inchca 
loug.andearr^ioaMaiMink T'n» 
^riiii stumls in rows and is held iu tho 
left hiuid, tho knife iu tho right hand ;

Uflen the day tho wheat b ot^t 
the ground is broken for rioe. This is 
done by flooding the field (or patch as 
ItU called in Ke'ituckv), and plowing 
in the waiui- several inchea aeep, so 
tliat a mud, much as if it ware iQ hfi 
made into brick, is thus made. .\ft«r 
gqai^jng thb ground a few davH the 
Vii)ler M drained oil, the ground ar- 
ranged iu small furrows, ami the rioe 
planted. The rice seed having been 
siiwed iu a prepared ground in April, 
tlij slips or plaata slaad aa tluek ou 
the gnwad as

broken for wheal. Or if cotloo ia to 
tako tho pfaiBO of rioo. aboat tho first 
to last of ULvf — eithw before or aftar 
the wheat ia hanroslcd — tlw cotton 
reeds are planted. If the wheat is 
not rijic when the time comes to plant 
the ootlou seed, they are plaoteil in 
the sjiaces between the wheat row«, 
which are eight or ten inches aimrt, 
aflording ronui lo plant cotton with a 
hoe without disturbing Ihewhcal. A!> 
soou a-< the cotton x* picketl the ground 
is put iu wheat. Tb^s thoro is a uoii- 
stantly growing crop uii the ground, 
and whpn the wheat is plapted, with it 
is also planted various vegetables — 
cabbage, radishes, turnips, etc., which 
srow with the w heat, und are gathered 
lor winter aad earlj^ iprin^ h^or« 
the wheat begin* its spring growth ; 
so that practically, every foot ot 
ground yields three every year. 

Besides the shave orcgia a vegetable 
that looks much like turnip ktalks, 
called vegetable oil plant, is grcwu, 
from the oeej.s of vvhidi a vegetable 
oil is nianurai'tiMC'l. Tlii- ciop rotates 
citlier iMlton or liee, re<|uiring a 
winter frnnvtii as wheat. Tliis oil is 
ilko keruaene of Chiua. It is used for 
lampo aad for enokiag as hud.
